Denr Sir—At the instance of 
your Mr, Liang, we write you with 
reference to the ‘action of your 
Government Inst week in closing 
our Branch Offices at Shekki and 
Canton (and of sealing up the 
funds contained therein) for the 
titated reason of our having failed 
to register and take out a licence 
therefor. Z ‘ 


We beg to inform you that thé 
Instoné Banking Corporation is 
not na’ Chinese Company and 
cannot register as auch; also that 
the full particulars necessary for 
registration were on the files of the 
British Consulate. prior to: your 
closing our business. That the 
Consul General should ‘not have 
been disposed to act on these prr- 
ticulars to the extent of declaring 
our foreign nationality to you docs’ 
not alter our contention, alnce hls 
lack of actlon may be erroncous 
and a majority of our shares are 
in fact possessed by American and 
Byjtish’ nationals. and: the Ingtone 
Banking Corporation, Ltd., is in- 
corporated in’ Hongkong,

that pending a declaration by the 
Consulate of registry by them, you 
are entitled to demand that regis- 
tration-as a Chinese’ firm shall be 
2 condition of our continuance in 
business, - \ : 

But while omitting such a de- 
cision to be within your rights, we 
ure under no circumstances pre- 
pared to admit that the Instone 
Banking , Corporation, Ltd., /is a 
Chinese firm, and we have not nor 
will ‘not ‘authorise ny person 
or persona to deviate from 
this position, Unlesd ' we_ are 
pemitted to:do business: in China 
in our true capacity of a foreign 
firm, we prefer to discontinue our 
Canton and Shekki branches until, 
ic status can be firmly establish- 
ea; = ' 


Under these circumstances and }- 

in consideration of the interests 
of our depositors, we would request 
that.a responsible person or: per- 
sons be appointed as trustee to 
pay off all our ereditors at Can- 
ton and Shekki, I have every rea- 
son’ to believe that’ there {s suf- 
ficient cash In the vaults to enable 
,this to be done without recourse 
to. our dobtors, investments, or 
property, so that the latter could, 
be collected or disposed of as re- 
‘quired‘in an economic and unhur- 
ried ‘manner'for ‘our benefit. It 
will be found that whilst the sup- 
ply of actual cash in Shekki fs 
Glightly. below - the . total of: our

_ Unfortunately, the dilemma in 
which the Bank finds itself. entaits 
a good deal of inconvenience. 
For example, the Hongkong regis- 
try makes the Directors -reapon- 
aible in Hongkong to the share- 
holders. These are entitled ‘to 
ask that their.property in Can- 
ton, tho Bank's assets there, shall 
be protected for them by the Direc- 
tors. The Canton authorities 
have ibeen asked to ‘appoint a 
Trustee, It 80 happens, however, 
that there is in Canton no Offictal 
Receiver, nor any machinery for 
liquidation. of a firm. Who then 
is'to act as trustee? . 


The Oanton Government might 
select a special liquidator of its 
own choice, ut the Bank's Direc- 
tors must obviously be fully pro- 
tected, for, morally at least, they 
can be held accountable in Hong- 
kong” by their constituents, for

The Directors might remove the 
assets, which consist of cash and 
Joan documents, to. the Shamecn, 
and carry out the liquidation there, 
but the vaults have been sealed by 
the Canton Government and that 
course seems impracticable.
